Sir—With a view to endarsing, 
through the medium of your valu-

The subject'in question is the Im- 
ports and Exports Department's re. 
fusal to necept reports or certificates 
by auditars of Chinese nationality, a

Before we were certified and 
Ruzetted as qualified auditors for 
Chinese accounts znd books, we had 
tu undergo on examination before a 
Committee of five Examiners speclal- 
ly appointed by the Government for 
the purpose. Subssquenily, cuditors’ 
reports on Chinese statements to nee 
counts (of publ ‘und private -com+ 
puni¢s, or concerns cerlticd by those 
qualfied, were neeepted by the Re- 
gistrar of Companies. This has been 
Moing on for the pas: 23 or. 24 years. 
Morcover, ever since the enforecrnent 
of Stamp Ordinanee, 1021, requiring 
professional nuditors to take out 
annul certificates to practise we have 
been paying, an annual sum of $50, 

IL now appears that 
audilors can never have the privilege 
of getting appolniments from = non- 
Chinese Compunies or firms, and can- 
sequently It Is evident that we. are 
only allowed to work for our fellaw- 
countrymen, Now, if we are barred 
from ‘this our-only source of inceme, 
how shall we be sble ta maintain: cur 
families and pay the Government our 
unnual fees,

went in payment of stipends to Pro- 
fessors, Lecturers and other Univer- 
sity offleers, £63,000 to the main- 
tenance of scientifie und other ine 
stitutions, and £44,000 to other in- 
ternal expenditure such as rates, 
tuxes, pensions, &c. Against this 
the University's net revenue from its 
own capital asscts, ic. Land and In- 
vestments, unmounted to only’ £19,- 
000, i.e, much lesa than one-tenth of 
its expenditure, For the rest it must 
rely on fees from members of the 
University to the extent of £78,000, 
contributions from the Colleges ot 
something over £60,000, and a Gov- 
ernment grant of £93,500, now raised 
to £100,000, 


The poverty of the University in 
Income-producing. assets Is manifest. 
It fs'in no position to mect excep. 
tonal demnnds, least of all demands 
requiring large capital expenditure 
and .the annual charges which such 
voxpenditure entails, From its pre- 
sent resources it can maintaln its 
standard in the teaching, of under- 
graduates, But without fresh en-= 
dowment it cannot hope to mect the 
large new necds now pressing upon 
it, 

‘Lord Nufiicld has most generously 
given £100,000 to start the Appeal 
fund,. For the balance the Univer- 
sity is making a public appeal to 
frierids of Oxford in this country os 
well asin the Dominions and the 
United States of America, This ap- 
peat cannot be successful unless those 
who command great wealth ore cor- 
respondingly generous in their gifts. 
Oxford, it Is truce, is making, as fs 
right and proper, a special demand 


on alt Oxford men by means of a’

But while they will no 
aoubt contribute generously, much 
help from outside fs required and 
may reasonably be expected: for the 
services of Oxford are not only to its 
graduates but» to the country at 
large.

HONGKONG TRADE . 
| IMPROVING 


In striking -contrast to’ the 
conditions prevailing a year ago, 
Hongkong’s trade. is showing a 
marked revival, a fact which is 
revealed in the official statistics 
just issued. It is shown that in 
terms of Jocal currency, the total 
visible trade of tthe Colony in- 
creased by 28.9 per cent. last 
‘month;—comparedwith--January 
of jast year, and by 24.3 per 
cent, in terms of sterling. Im- 
ports show an increase of 18.4 

er cent. on a local currency 
asis and by’ 13.6 per cent. in 
terms of sterling; whilst exports 
made an even greater advance, 
the respective figures being 44.5 
per cent, and 40 per cent. 
Whilst an analysis of the statis- 
‘tics shows that trade was slight- 


ly better in the last two months: 


of 1936 than during the past 
month—possibly due to seasonal 
business—the fact remains that 
the January figures are substan- 
tially better in. respect of exports 
than for the ‘first ten months of 
1936, whilst in imports they were 
above all but ithe last three 
months of last year. As is 


natural in the ease of a distri- 


buting centre situated as Hong- 
kong is, the most striking ad- 
L in our trade 
with China. Exports ito North 
China during | January totalled 
$3,348,410, compared with 
$1,748,432 for the corresponding 
month last year, whilst in regard 
to South China ‘there are sub- 
stantial increases both in exports 
and imports. Hongkong's* ex- 
ports to the South China market 
rose from $6,461,826 to $8,012,- 
765,'and imports from $6,641,- 
219 .to $7,879,252. — Now that 
the Colony’s currency is ona 
stable basis, it is a far more sim- 
ple business than in other ‘days 
to gain a clear picture of ‘our 
trade position. The latest figures 
issued certainly support the view 
that we are making’ steady ‘re- 
covery from the depression, and 
there scams’ every. prospect of the 
process continuing, ’. provided 
China enjoys period of ‘calm in 
which to rehabilitate. the .coun- 
try.

Mr. MacLean has been accused of 
ignoring realitics, But I venture to 
suggest that you, in your leading 
article on Wednesday, made no at- 
tempt to deal with them. What are 
the realitics? Are they not to be 
found in the economic, political, social 
and educational conditions of the 
world to-day? Is it not possible, nay 
probable, that many. of the war- 
threatening realities' of the moment 
are due to the Versailles Treaty, the 
maladjustment of post-war economic 
problems, the greed of a minority 
class, and the more recent reinstate- 
ment of old back-door methods of 
diplomacy? 

If this be so, our “realltics” con- 
stitute o situation created by the 
world itself (or rather its lenders):

yo Frank Kwok, the diminu- 
tive Chinese Recreation 
Club left-hander goes: the 
distinction of creating the 
first-major upset in the 1937

What- 
ever the reason, the German suddenly 
fost control. He found Kwok anti- 
clpating his placements and returning 
his best’ drive with regularity. 
Bodiker was clearly nonplussed and 
cre Jong he was committing errors on 
the long ralljes. . It was the first hint 
of a possible collapse. 


TACTICLESS 


Even so Bodiker had plenty of time 
. and opportunities for pulling the gamu 
round In his favour. But his sense 
of tactics deserted him just as much 
as his accuracy in stroking. Instead 
‘of varying his length and luring Kwok 
up to the forccourt (Kwolt js not 
rellable on the volley), he persisted 
In driving ev time within six 
Inches of the baseline, Kwok quickly 
realised that, by keeping his ground 
ai yard or so behind the baseline he 
stood a 50-50 chance of returning 
the ball and of forcing Bodiker into 
mistakes. This {s preci ty what 
happened.

At the risk-of further “howlers” it 
may be Interesting to delve o. little 
more deeply Into this recondite ques- 
tion, even in a world where no force 
iy generally required to secure: the 
acceptance of anything of value. 


Several unpleasant shocks await the 
inquirer, The first is that the Bank 
of England note for £5 or any higher 
denomination |s only. legal tender in 
England ‘or Wales. if it is proffered 
in Scotland it can Be refused with 
contumely and a mutter of “Bannock~ 
burn"; but i€ the debtor In Scotland 
pver becomes a creditor he can score 
in unworthy revenge by refusing to 
aecept a £1 Scottish note. He can 
also compel his creditor to accept Bank 
of England £1 and 10s. nates, which 
are legat tender throughout Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 


“In all these transactions, however, 
the greatest care must be observed. 
In the first place, the reader Is not 
advised to teat the general knowledge 
of the law by proffering £5 notes in 
Scotiund in the expectation that they 
awill bo refused. An adventurous race 
is far more likely to accept them. 
‘In the second place, if a creditor re- 
fuses to accept a tender held to be 
legal, then he loses all rights to in- 
terest after the’ date of the tender 
and also to the cosls of recovery. He 
must also &e extremely careful how 
tie seeks to make his debtor pay; for

While in recent months ccrtaln 
portions of the roads In residential 
Kowloon have been re-surfaced, we 
are still far from satisfied. We con- 
sider that the Government's appro- 
priation for this work is miserably 
inadequate, particularly in view of 
the fact that basically many of our 
roads are unable to stand the strain 
of modern motor traffic, 

Mention of the latter recalls the 
fact that last month this Association 
strongly supported the proposed im- 
position of a 30 miles speed limit in 
residential - Kowloon and warmly 
recommended the institution of .a 
“Silent Zone” after 11 p.m. in at least 
a portion of this area. Reasonable 
people will agree that there are many 
motorists in our midst who travel too 
fast and are too nolsy. ‘ 


Bad Street Lighting 


Since we last met we have again 
brought to the notice of Government 
the ,bad strect lighting in Kowloon. 
In at Jeast, one instance during .the 
past year this was responsible for a 
fatal accident. Our rondy are not 
really lighted: at best It might be 
sald that the present strect lighting 
only makes darkness the more visibte. 
The solution is not beyond the wit 
of man; in fact, it has already oeen 
found in the introduction of electrical 
Hascous discharge Iamps which, when 
they are set at a proper distance from 
each other, (and this is most im-

But ther fs, at 
times, another side to the picture. I 
refer to the fact that while Govern- 
ment cheerfully sells building lots 
and just as cheerfully pockets the 
remium on land sales, after build- 
ing development, it more: often than 
not leaves squatters and sumps to 
remain. Hollows are often left to be 
vicariously filled in, with the result 
the mosquitoes breed ond people 
become sick. ; . 

We submit that ot lenst urban 
development should keep pace ‘vith 
building expansion.. After all It 
should not be necessary to remind 
Government that those who dwell on 
the outskirts of our residential dis- 
triets are enlled upon to pay the same 
taxation as {s paid by dwellers in the’ 
town. . 

As will have been seen: from our 
report, the subject of Leprosy in 
Kowloon has been engaging our at- 
tentlon. The history of the matter is 
fully revealed tn our correspondence 
with Government and in the pubilsh- 
ed answers given to a member of the 
Urban Council at a meeting of that 
body held in January last. In order 
to secure all possible data upon this 


-lonthsome disease, the Association has 


sent a questionnaire to doctors and 
others in ahd outside the Colony. 


Necd For Caution 


Now we do not wish the. impression 
to get abroad that members of your 
General Committee are running 
round in circles and crying “Unclean, 
Uncelean”—there ts need for caution 
rather than alarm. We are not afrald 
of leprosy: what we bre more con- 
cerned about is the fate of our lepers. 
We think that in this Government fs 
palpably cvading its responsibility. 
We have suggested the use of the now 
abandoned Laichikok _ Gaol as a 
Leprosarlum. Whether Government 
adopts this suggestion or can offer u 
better remains to be seen. But what 
we particularly wish to emphasize Is 
that Kowloon residents cannot in- 
definitely view with equanimity the 
sight of poor, helpless lepers having 
thelr homes torn down, while the 
lepers themselves are = dispersed 
umong the community, — withcut 


medical_ attention, . Lood-.or_ddequate, 


shelter. (Hear, Hear). 

Perhaps it is too much to expect a 
Government immersed in matters of 
high policy to worry itself over a. few 
lepers, street lights or a hole in the 
road. If this be so, there is a method 
whereby jt can relieve itself of these

50,000 Foreigners 
Add To Terror 


-By WEBB MILLER 


‘London, Feb.. 28. ~ 
Nearly 50,000 foreigners, drawn from 12 nationalities, 
now are taking part in Spain’s bloody civil war. 


_From a conflict over purely domestic issues, the fight 
has turned into a general war, fought on Spanish territory, 
over the fundamental issue of Fascism versus Communism. 


From neutral observers who have spent months on one or 
‘the other side, from British information and from personal 
observations in Spain, I estimate that there are nearly 30,000 
foreigners with the armies of rebel General Francisco Franco. 
They include 14,000 Italians, 12,000 Germans and about 4,000 
Portuguese, Irish and other nationalities, These figures do. not 
take account of the Foreign Legion, which including the Moors,

feel that we have donc all that could 
be reasonably expected of us.

And, do we appreciate the fact that 
this work Is carried out without the 
burden on the Socicty’s funds of any 
recurring working expenses, save the 
wages of n coolic, and the’ cnst of 
printing and posting? 

Last year, the Society's expenditure 
amounted to $24,791.02. The whole 
of this. amount’ was spent‘in relief, 
Save $310.25, and this Included the 
cost of n new typewriter, a filing 
cabinet, and additions and repairs to 
the furniture of the Society's office 
room,  Avplicatlons’ for relief are 
investigated. Relicf Is.-distributed— 
sometimes moncy;' sometimes foods 
sometimes clothing—children arc sent 


| to school; passages secured, 


The work of the Society could not 
gO on, were it not for ‘a number of 
ladies who realise that there is some- 
thing which must be done for others 
and that it is up to them to do it, 

There Js-‘no room among the volun- 
{ary workers of this Society for those 
who are mildly intercsted, and are 
prepared {o come’ down and help 
when there is nothing else more at~ 
tractive todo. It is perfectly obvious 
that the work of the Society involves 
Take, for exam- 
pie, the question of clothing. The 
‘discarded clothing 
from the churitable—thls clothing has 
to be sorted, cleaned, repaired ond 
ultercd to fit those who need it. We 
al know whut happens to ciothing 
in Hongkong. if you merely put it 
on u shelf and Jeave It there. I know 
that those who have made themselves 
responsible for dewling with the work 
of the Society feel ihat jt Is up to 
them never to miss a day from their 
self-imposed duties, If they ean pos- 
stbly help it, 


FINE INSTITUTION 
I regard the Hongkong Benevolent 


‘| Soclety as one of the few really well 


run institu.{ons in this Colony. Long 
after 'I have satd “Goodbye” to 
Hongkong, 1 shall continue to think 
of the work which it is doing with 
pride. . ' 

The Society, like all well run 
institutions, has worked out a Nst 
of urgently needed improvements, ib 
necds very badly some sort of work- 
ing scheme for supplying food to 
destitutes whom the Society considers 
deserving. The -Society ought to be 
able to run a {cod kitchen of its own; 
the necessary work of catering and 
cleaning being done by some of the 
Society's dependents. | Pending this 
most desirable development, the 
Socicty hopes io be able to make 
some urrangement with a restaurant 
in Kowloon, to supply daily meals 
on Its behalf, This will obviously be 
much more:satisfactory than the pay- 
ment of doles for the purchase of 
food. 

The Socicty employs a deserving 
Filipino woman, who alters the 
clothing which is unsuitable, and 
keeps the Socicty's cupboards stock- 
ed with garments of clothing. ft for 
children of school age. The Socicty 
is trying to employ as many of its 
dependents as possible In small ways,

But while nothing will’ be 
done to impair this system, 
Oxford will sacrifice the 
teachers to the taught 
unless it ean relieve the 
former of some of their 
burdens and give them time 
and facilities for research. 
Modern conditions ‘have 
revolutionized the needs of. 
universities, and to meet the 
new conditions ancient én- 
dowments are hopelessly 
‘Inadequate. Oxford has 
always believed ‘that a 
university can succeed in 
teaching the truth only in 
so far as it can succeed in 
discovering it. A system of 


| teaching which is not direct- 


ly connected with the well- 
springs of knowledge is 
doomed to stagnation. 
Year by year it is increasingly 
evident that research is essential 
in all branches of human = ac- 
tivity. At the same time, as re- 
search advances, its scope ex- 
tends, its technique becomes 
more intricate, its methods more 
comprehensive, and its cost 
grows. Research has demand- 
ed.and_ attracted large endow-
